riage; he is a noble, a gentleman; he is 
everywhere; even in court. He is thor- 
oughly wise.

Ask for a quotation from any of 
the old poets, or any one else, and he can give 
it you. If you are a Mohammedan, and plead 
the claims of your religion he will hear you 
patiently. But if you area Christian; and 
talk to him of Jesus Christ, “ Stop your cant,” 
he says, “ I don’t want to hear anything about 
that.”

October 22nd.— Night before last, while 
walking the poop-deck, just before our usual 
evening worship, I met, engaged in some mo- 
mentary duty there, a young mannamed Ram- 
sey, whose frank and open-hearted face,-bright 
smile, and confiding look and manner towards 
ine had long ago attracted my notice, and led 
to more familiar intercourse with him than 
with most others of the crew. Stout in fig- 
ure, and strong and muscular in limb, he might 
have been selected as a personification of 
health and buoyant youth. In various con- 
versations I had learned something uf his his- 
tory, the place of residence, circumstances, and 
= in life of his parents and family. He 
been religiously trained, was a teetotaler 
in principle and practice from the example of 
his futher, and, so far as I could learn, free from 
em open vices which so often degrade the 
sailor. 
In addition to the prepossession in his favor, 
from an attractive exterior, and from the 
promptness and activity with which he was 
observed to perform his duty, he had early won 
the praise and good-will of all on board, both 
officers and men, by saving, at the risk of his 
own life, that of a small boy, who fell over- 
board from the Congress when at anchor in the 
stream at Norfolk. The boy could not swim, 
and a strong tide was carryipg him rapidly 
away, when Ramsey jumped after him and suc- 
ceeded in sustaining him half-drowned, till 
both were rescued by a boat. ' 

A few evenings ago I had observed that 
one of his eyes was inflamed and swollen from a 
cold, and now in reference to this, asked him if 
he were wellagain. “Oh, yes, sir—all right 
—never better ia my life,” was his reply, as 
with his accustomed bright smile he p 
down to the quarter deck, where his shipmates 
were assembling for prayers. 


My usual time for exercise on shore is in 
the afternoon, but yesterday, being engaged to 
the Commodore at a dinver given by him to 
the British admiral and family, I took the 
morning for a walk On coming on board 
the sbip at 3 o’clock, Dr. Williamson the fleet 
surgeon, mentioned to me that one of the crew 
had been taken ill with symptoms of the chole- 
ra. It was but a moment after hearing the 
name—Ramsey—io answer to the question 
who it was, before I was beside his cot on the 
berth deck. He had been relieved from cramp 
and pain, by the treatment adopted ; the pulse 
which had intermitted was restored, and he 
supposed to be altogether better. It was not 
yet twenty hours since I bad met him seeming- 
y in the fullest health ; but how altered now, 
and how utterly prostrate! He looked rather 
than spoke his gladness at seeing me, and list- 
ened to my conversation with interest and sat- 
isfaction. It was evident that be was still un- 
der great physical oppression, and though en- 
deavoring, occasionally, to rally his spirits, 
was dejected and sad—his eyes filling with tears 
as he pressed again and again the hand I had 
given him atfirst, and which he continued 
to retain in his own as I remained by h's side 
for a Couple of hours, attempting to soothe him 
by words of consolation and by whispered pray- 


er. 

The sympathies which had been awakened 
by this unexpected scene, forbade any enjoy- 
ment of the party in the cabin, and at the 
earliest moment — I excused myself 
from the table and returned to the poor fellow, 
not to leave him again till he should be out of 
danger. He was much in the state in which 
I left him—had, if anything, a stronger pulse 
and more natural state of the 
I again convoroed tondorly with him und en- 
couraged him to look in penitence and faith to 
Him from whom alone help cometh in time of 
trouble. I never witnessed greater submission 
and patience, and the tones of his voice and 
whole manner were as gentle asalamb.

This solemn burning of heretics always 
takes place on the Sabbath, and generally 
in connection with some great festival. 
On the day appointed, the prisoners are 
brought forth from their dungeons to hear 
their doom pronounced. Each one knows 
already what is to be his fate, by the man- 
ner in which he* is habited. Those who 
are absolved as innocent, were long b 
coats without sleeves; those who have 
narrowly escaped being burnt are arrayed 
in the same long garments, but with 
flames painted on them, pointing down- 
wards, ‘Those who are first to be stran- 


ped in their warm blankets. The celebrated 
Dean Swift, has gone so far as to declare that 
he “never knew any man come to greatness 
and eminence who lay in bed of a morning.” 
If the strength and freshness of the morning 
is s0 precious to men in the pursnit of tempo- 
ral objects, how much more so must it be to 
those bent upon obtaining a knowledge of 
God and His revelation.

He then formily delivers 
them over to the civil magistrate; at the 
same time, with the hipocrisy of a fiend, 
begging that the secular arm may not 
touch their blood, or put their lives in jeo- 
pady! Being now in the hands of the ci- 
vil magistrate, they are loaded with chains 
and carried first to the jail, thence to the 
judge to receive their sentance, and then 
to the place of execution. The closing 
scene we cannot describe, No one gains 
an adequate idea of it by being told that 
they are burned at the stake. Pagan Rome’ 
burnt Christians, but never with that re- 
finement of torture, which completes the 
horrible tragedy of the Inqvisition.

Religions of the World. 


True religion is that which is taught in the 
Bible. It consists in the love. and worship of 
the only living and true God, in the waly he has 
appointed. But there are many other|kinds of 
religion in the world. Those who have lost the 
knowledge of the true’God, and. have} not the 
Scriptures to teach them, are not willing to live 
w.thout apy religion. 


Most heathen are religious, and) worshi 
multitudes of false are exqeec ly 
superstitious. But they are none the better or 


happier for all this. It is not because they 

ve over their sins, and desire to know and 
o what is right, that they are so feligious. 
They would much rather worship images and 
brute animals, and even devils, than a Holy God, 
because they love to-sin. Bat they are full of 
guilty fears; and it is affecting to sce 
what methods they have invented to tarn away 
the wrath of their false gods; and tq protect 
themselves from evil influences. 


Notwithstanding there are so many kinds of 
religion in the world, they'may all be included 
under four systems or classes, namely, (hristian- 


religion 


ity the religion of Christ ; Judaism, th 
of the Jews ; Mohammedanism, the rpligion of 
Mohammed ; and Paganism, the religjon of al, 
who worship false gods. We will now give some 


account of these systems. 
| CHRISTIANITY. 
This is the religion that is tous in 
the gospel. Jesus Christ is its author ; and it 
is called after his name. He came down from 


heaven to bring it to this world of. lost sinners. 
Without a knowledge of this religion we should 
all be brutal, dark minded say aa our an- 
cestors were before they received the gospel. 
This _is the only light that shines in this dark 
world, to point out to man the way to heaven, 
and to fit him for its blessedness ; and where- 
ever this religion goes, it tends to enlighten 
mankind in their darkness; and faise them u 
from the degradation into which they have fall. 
en, and make them intelligent, virtuous and hap- 
py in this life, and holy and~ happy forever in 
the life which is to come. : 

All men need this religion, for all are sinners ; 
and Christ intended it for the whole world. He 
has commanded all to whom this” gospel comes 
to go and h it to others, till every soul shall 
have heard the good tidings of salvation. And 
this time will come, for he has promised it ; and 
it will come very soon, for his people are faithful. 


It is now nearly two thousand: years. since 
this gospel was given to the world by Jesus 
Christ ; and yet the greater part of the human 
family still remain in the darkness and misery 
of heathenism. 

About one-third, or 333,000,000 of the in- 
habitants of the world, are usually called Chris- 
tians ; but the number of true Christians is by 
no means 60 large. The great majority are 
Christians only in name, and are as ignorant of 
the teachings of the gos , and of the true way 
of salvation throug hrist, as the heathen 
themselves ; and some of them are quite as de- 
graded. They are called Christians because 
their ancestors were converted to Christianity, 
and have handed down to them some of its forms 
and ceremonies. But they have so perverted 
the doctrines and precepts of the gospel, and 
become so much like the heathen in their man- 
ner of worship, that their religion bears little or 
no resemblance to that of the early disciples of 
Christ. Hence we call these churches dead or 
decayed Christian churches, to distingush the 
from the living and purer churches of Christ. 

These churches, in various parts of the world, 
are divided into several different sects, each one 
claiming to be the only true church.

fhe College. 

A very practical question now comes befcre 
the men of intelligence snd wealth of Califor- 
nia, in regard to education. {t is whether ur- 
der unusually favorable auspices they are ready 
with an enlightened and liberal zeal to estab- 
lish now a college whose advantages and char~ 
acter might make it soon rival older institu~ 
tions in the East. California needs and would 
at once sustain sucha college were it im- 
mediately founded and possessed of fair en- 
dowments. It is needless to argue that a 
State so isolated as this requires its own col- 
lege. And it would be worse than needless to 
argue with those who have come from lands 
favored with educational advantages that a 
college is a perpetual, perennial fountain of 


elevating influences. It serves first to stimu~ 
li ate and then to minister to, the desire for 


koowledge and usefalness that may animate 
ous youths. 
O We ne the college with all its appliances 
of accomplished instructors, of perfect appar- 
atus, of studied discipline ; the means of ep. 
nobling regular, thorough instraction and train- 
ing. Each year lost is so much lost to the 
whole youth of the State, who, directly under 
its advantages, or indirectly in their -various 


_ schools should feel the impulse. It is not alone 
that men are unwilling to commit their sons to 


the chances and changes and temptations of a 
long residence far from home, anwatched, un. 
guarded and uninfluenced by parents and broth- 
er or sister. It is not the loss to those but to 
‘all who in any way might receive and feel the 
impulse of a college at our doors. A good 
college would be largely patronize here. 
Californians are perhaps remarkable for the 
value which they place upon education for 
their children. They will sacrifice freely for 
the sake of leaving to them a legacy which no 
vicissitudes and unccrtainties even in new 
States like this can take away. 

The Trustees of the College of California, 
at present located at Oakland, and under the 
care of Rev. Mr. Durant, have recently taken 
important steps in the direction of building up 
‘such an institution as is needed in the State. 
A few months since the Rev. Dr. Bushnell, a 
well-known scholar and divine of New Englvnd, 
came to this State, in hopes, by ashort stay, | 
of recruiting his impaired health. 

His health being greatly improved by the 
change, he was induced to consider the propo- 
gal to accept the presidency of the contempla- 
ted college, for which a charter is already held. 
Though no college in New England could 
draw him away from his preferred pastoral 
_ work, he yet signified his inclination, provided 

that it should become hereafter apparent that 

he could not endure the climate of the Kast, 

and provided that sufficient interest were man- 

ifested in the enterprise, to accept the work to 
* which he was here invited. Dissatisfied with 
the location selected, he has devoted himself 
for months to the examination of different 
localities, canvassing their advantages and dis- 
advantages—a task for which he is peculiarly 
qualified. It is expected that shortly the loca- 
tion will be determined by the trustees. 

Within a month or two, Dr. Bushnell is ex- 
pecting to leave for the East. It remains for 
gentlemen of wealth, and enlarged views, and 
Christian i ess, in our State, to 
fulfill one condition of his return to us, viz. : 
the manifestation of sufficient interest in the 
work to render it practicable. The work can 
be accomplished. It is but a small thing for 
those who have ample means, to lay the found 
ations of a noble institution, that should do 
honor to themselves and the State. It requires 
but a little enthusiasm for a great and good 
cause. What a noble, living monument would 
this be to the liberality and wisdom of our 
citizens : to rear, thus early, a_college which 
would add a large inducement to the fami- 
lies of New England to emigrate hither! How 
much better than an expensive monument of 
marble over one’s body, or a “ fortune” left to 
ruin his children, would be such a work of per- 
petual good! Thousands of youth should, 
in the course of centuries, come and 
gain light, and knowledge, and power, within 
its walls. We know of no other means by which 
the same amount of good can be secured toa 
State, and to the cause of truth and religion. 
Let it be done, and we honor ourselves more 
than by millions of unexpended wealth, and 
build ourselves a monument richer than tons 
of chiseled marble.

Intelligent discussion will throw light upon 
: the question. It is a clear proposition, in the 
outset, that if, by the united action of the peo- 
ple, capital has been relieved from unjust and 
burdensome-taxation, busiuess ought also to be 
relieved in like proportion. Our merchants 
and mechanics have devoted months of time 
and care to break up those corrupt official 
combinations through which we were subject- 
ed to enormous taxes, as well as left in utter 
insecurity. In every respect, the gain should 
be mutual. I1t is not enough that foreign cap- 
ital, by which the city is largely held, should 
be released from excessive tax, but business 
also should experience relief. If capital is 
more secure and free from waste and expense, 
so should business be. The rates of interest 
and of rent should be reduced. The mer- 
chant in bis store, and the laboring man in the 
house that he hires, should be affected. ‘The 
benefits should be distributed. Primarily, they 
ought not alone to inure to capital. If taxes 
before #s2 up investments; so did interest and 
rem business. No corresponding improve- 
ment has been realized in respect to the Jatter. 
Interest remains as before. Merchants are 
operating upon capital hired at three per cent. 
a month. 

It is true that a part of this rate is paid on 


account of insufficient security, but this is not 
the fault of the consumer upon whom tbe tax 


ultimately falls. Rents are but slowly reduced, 


It is in the power of business men who feel the 
injustice and‘know that the profits will not war- 
rant such outlays, by an understanding among 
themselves, to reach a justrent. Instances are 
not wanting where on account of the unreason- 
able demands of capitalists, business has been 
diverted into new localities altogether ; both to 
the profit of the merchant, and the great saving 


of consumers. 
The Senatorship. 

The recent election in this Sta result- 
ed in a very decided victory of thé Democra- 
cy, and has given both branches of the next 
Legislature to that party. 

The press, throughout the State, has ana- 
lyzed the character and political complexion of 
that body, and, in nearly every instance, have 
come to the conclusion that, not only are the 
Democrats in power, but that David C. Brod- 
erick has achieved a victory over the faction of 
his party that ep him with nearly the 
same determination does the opponents of 
the Democracy. Judging, from the opinions 
of the interior papers, Mr. Broderick has 
more political friends chosen to the Legislature 
than any other aspirant for Senatorial honors. 
The majority is conceded to him on all hands ; 
and in political parlance, he has “ got the next 
Legislature.” This being the case, he will now 
realize the bright visions of years past, and 
enjoy the reward of a long and hard-fought 
battle for the position. It seems to be, then, a 
foregone conclusion, that he is to be elected to 
the United States Senate, notwithstanding the 
bitter and relentless opposition to him in cer- 
tain quarters; and it is possible that the 
choice will be one of the first acts of the Leg- 
islature, after organization, as there is now a 
vacancy which has existed since March, 1855. 
As nearly two years of this term has expired, 
in all probability Mr. Broderick, having the 
disposition of both terms, will choose to suc- 
ceed Mr. Weller, whose term expires on the 
4th of March next, and leave the unexpired 
term to one of his favorites. Time will de- 
termine what course this Napoleon in politics 
will pursue. In any event, we look upon him 
as one 6f our next Senators.

EXAMINATION OF GRAMMAR SCHOOL NO. 7, mr. 
CARLTON, PRINCIPAL; AND INTERMEDIATE 
SCHOOL NO. 8, MRS. HANN, PRINCIPAL. 

Messrs. Sherman, Fishbourne and Tibbitts of 
the old Board of Education and Messrs. Gods 
dard, Randal!, Estabrook and others of the new 
Board of School Dirctors were present at the ex- 
amination of these schools on Friday, and occas 
sionally took partin the exercises. These were 
schools organized the present year, located on 
Mission street between Third and Fourth, a pars 
of the city where the population is scattered over 
the sand hills and valleys which abound in that 
locality. The building is one ill adapted to the 
use to which it is applied, it having been erected 
for a different purpose, for which its low ceilings 
and small rooms did not make it so objectionable 
as they are for the use to whieh it is now ap-~ 
plied. Considering all the disadvantages under 
which the principals of these schools bave labored, 
it must be admitted that they have been very suc- 
cessful. The children in truth are a fine bright- 
eyed company, with evident capabilities of bes 
coming excellent scholars, if indeed they may not 
now be called so. To one who like the writer of 
this can look back upon the facilities offered,even 
in New England fifty years since, who recollects 
the old ignorant pedagogue, who thought he did 
wonders when he taught his scholars to 
write and cypher,” and frankly expressed that he 
did not understand grammar &c., to such an one 
the schools of San Francisco are a most stik- 
ing proof of the advance of the age, and impress 
on his mind the dutywhich the children of the pres- 
ent day are under to be thankful for the great | 
privileges they enjoy, and the obligations they 
owe, to make the best possible use of them. 
Without going into particulars it is sufficient to 
say, that the scholars acquitted themselves well 
in reading Geograpby and Arithwetic, showing a 
knowledge of what they studied, far beyond the 
parrot style of repeating words by roie, without 
knowing the meaning. As was well observed by | 


one of the members of the Board of Education, 
the children made a remarkably clean and tidy 


appearance, creditable alike to the teachers, pupils 
and the parents of the children, By the way, so 


few of the parents attended the examination. 
Few people are aware of the great benefit a school 
derives from the attention paid to it by the 
parents and acquaintances of the children. - 
The location of this school and the building ‘it 


occupies, will no doubt engage the attention of 
the new Board of Education. And jit is to be 
hoped that the teachers and scholars will be benes 
fitted by their action. 


Grammar School No. 5, Mr. Duon,Prineiple, 
and Intermediate School No. 7, Miss Kennedy, 
Principal, was examined by the old and new 
members of the Board of Education on Friday 
last, In striking contrast to the building oc. 
eupied by Mr. Carlton’s school, this is located 
in one of the extravagant palaces, for which 
we are indebted to the splendid administration 
of C. K. Garrison. Located on the very edge 
of North Beach, as far as possible from a cen- 
tral position, itis a melancholy proof of the 
recklessness with which }ublic money has 
been wasted in this city. Had the money ex- 


been judiciously laid out, the city would have 
owned all the buildings needed for the Schools 
and saved a monthly rent of some hundreds of 
dollars, now paid out of the School funds; 
whieh expenciture will, no doubt, cause the 
schools to be closed early next season for the 
want of funde. 

This edifice, large enough to accommodate 
some five huadred pupils with every conve- 
nience, frow its uufortunate location, can only 
command an average attendence of about one

AN INSTANCE OF ITS EFFECTS. 


The wholesome and soul-reviving truths and 
instructions contained in many of our religious 
periodicals, are too much supplanted by “ sec- 
ular, fictitious and infidel prints” that are 
flooding our country in every direction, and 
poisoning the minds of our youth, and those of 
riper years. 

My mind was forcibly impressed on this sub- 
ject, something more than a year since, on be- 
ing called to stand by the bedside ofa dying 
fellow youth, in the place of my former labors.

skepticism of the heart to that extent that the 
restraints of Christianity were measurably 
thrown off, and infidelity reigned triumphant.

And cherishing a roving desire which 
was also gratified, he soon found himself ming- 
ling in many of the amusements and games of 
the South; and in those hot-beds of vice and 
destruction the germs of premature disease and 
death were fast matured. On retnrning home, 
the wreck of blasted hopes and fondest antici- 

tions, having, like the “ prodigal,” wasted

it was intended, The examination was con- 
ducted mainly by the teachers, and the result 
was generally satisfactory. There were some 
remarkably bright caildren, to whom learning 
seemed to be sport. The Principal of the 
Grammar School has introduced some new 
ideas in teaching his pupils to read,—sounding 
the vowels in each short sentence, separate 
from the words after reading the sentence. 

We notice both the teaehers are apparent- 
ly zealous in the performance of their duties, 
and appear to possess the good will of their 
pupils—a fact creditable to both, and one 
which should commend them to the good opin~ 
ion of others. We bave our own ideas of the 
schools in this city, and shall, when the exam- 
inations now in progress have closed, make 
some suggestions of what we deem proper to 
be done to economize the system,and at the same 
time extend its benefits to greeter numbers. 
As to the indiscriminate praise of every child 
who is made to “strut his or her brief hour 
on the stage,” we don’t believe inits propriety 
and don’t intend doing so silly a thing. For 
the real welfare of the schools, as we Jook up~ 
on them, we will “go our bottom dollar,” but 
humbug we cau’t swallow either in this shape 
or another. 


EXAMINATION oF Pustic Scuoors,—Grammar 
School, No, 4, Mr. Hammill, Principal; and 
Intermediate School, No. 6, Mrs. Austin, Prins 
cipal.—These schools underwent a thorough 
examination, Monday, by tbe members of the 
Board of Education. The scholars generally 
acquitted themselves well, making a favora- 
ble impression upon those present. It was 
pleasant to see so large a number of the 
parents and friends of the children, encour- 
aging, by their attendance, the pupils and 
teachers toan extent which is hardly dreamed 
of by those whose attention has not been di- 
rected to the subject. This is another of the 
Garrison school palaces, capable of accom~ 
modating a larger number of pupils than are 
to be found in this and the North Beach 
school together. It struck us as singular that 
the number of boys in this school should be, 
as it was, more than double the number of 
girls. We were not aware that there were 
more boys than girls in this city; and were the 
more surprised at the emall number of girls 
found in these schools from the fact that, in 
all the others we have visited, we have found 
nearly or quite as many girls as boys. Whether 
there is a prejudice existing against sending 
girls to this particular schoo), or what is the 
reason of the difference, we are unable to say; 
but must say, the fact struck us unpleasantly.

dentally shot himself, on Saturday night last, 
from the effects of which he died early yes- 
terday morning. 

The deceased has been in the habit of using 
intoxicating liquor, and was under its influ- 
ence when the dreadful accideat occurred. 
It seems that he was iu the city on Saturday, 
and returned to his home at the corner of 
Harris and Howard streets, in the evening, in~ 
toxicated, and very much enraged at the treat 
ment he had received in the city. 

During a controversy with his wife in regard 
to some money which he wanted, but which 
was refused him, he took down a double- 
barreled gun, that hung upon the wall, and 
while he held it, seized by the barrels, with 
the muzzles towards him, he struck it upon the 
table, causing one of the barrels to be dis- 
charged, lodging ite contents in his abdomen. 
Medical aid was procuredand everything done 
that could be devised for his safety and relief, 
but all to no avail, and he died about two 
o'clock, Sunday morning.

, we knew him to be a hard-working, 
hon industrious citizen. He was one of 
the most active members of the Vigilance 
‘Committee, and supported the republican re- 
form ticket at the recent election, and on this 
account, he has been singled out for the at. 
tacks of the rowdies, who sought to defeat 
that ticket, 

He came to this office on Saturday after- 
moon to give information of an outrage upon 
his person, by some law andorder man, His 
story was as follows: He had been con- 
versing at the City Hall during the day, with 
geome Irishmen about the Vigilance Commitee, 
the execution of the prisoncrs and the banish- 
ment of others, the effect of the movement 
and the election of the people’s ticket, upon 
all of which points he took strong and posi 
‘tive grounds. Soon afterwards, while passiug 
through Commercial street, near Kearney, a 
man, unknown to him, came out of a saloon, 
kept by a man named Mulloy, and asked him 
if he said he was in favor of hanging Casey 
and banishing Mulligan and Duane, to which 
he replied in the ailirmative, whereupon the 
stranger drew a cowhide and commenced ap~ 
plying it to McInnis. He was greatly excited 
while relating the particulars of this occur- 
rence, and this attack upon him was probably 
the cause of his intoxication, and singular 

eonduct after reaching home. 

The deceased was a native of Scotland, and 
aged 83 years. He leaves a wife and two chil- 
dren to mourn his loss. He was a member of 
the order of Odd Fellows, by whom he will 
be buried to-morrow. 

Coroner Kent has held an inquest upon the 
body, and the jury foun@a verdict to corres- 
pond with the above statements. 


A Fall of Buildings. 


A timely warning to those whose foundations 
areunsafe. Heavy loss of property.—About 8 
-o’clock Sunday eve., a loud crash was heard in 
the neighborhood of Long Wharf and Davis 
streets. On repairing to the spot, we found 
that two large frame buildings, that had been 
‘built upon the piles, between Clay and Com- 
-mercial streets, near East street, had fallen in- 
‘to the water, carrying down a large quantity 
of goods, fixtures and grain that was stored 
there. 

The accident was caused by the decaying 
piles, which were worm-eaten and nearly de- 

stroyed, This will admonish others, whose 
underpinning is of a like character, to beware 
of the character of their support. We would 
not be surprised to see much damage done in 
that part of the city, when the winter Nor- 
Westers set in, as the piles there have been 
driven a long time, and are much worm-eaten. 

The buildings were occupied, by J. H. Hann, 
Hayden and Humphreys, produce dealers. The 
loss will probably be about $4000. Four or 
five persons were in the houses and went down 

among the ruine, but all escaped without seri- 
ous injury.

-‘Ex-President Geo, J. Whelan. 
Few persons who have been connected with 
the municipal affairs of San Francisco, have 
retired from their official positions with that 
confidence of the public, and general personal 
and official popularity, which Mr. George J. 
Whelan now enjoys on retiring from the Presi- 
dency of the Board of Supervisors—a position 
he has so ably and honorably filled for the last 
six months. 

Mr. Whelan is a young man of a high order 
of talent, possessing. a cultivated mind, and 
from his upright deportment and correct hab- 
its, he has attained a position at the bar and 
in the social world, of which he may well be 
proud. 

When the Consolidation Bill came into op- 
ration, in July last, quite unexpectedly to him 
and without solicitation on his part, the Board 
of Supervisors consisting, of the Justices of 
the Peace of the county, elected him to preside 
over that body. Although by far the most dif- 
ficult and perplexing official station ever as- 
signed to an individual in onr city, on account 
of the thousand and one new questions that 
arose under the Bill which had never been tried 
or explained, many of ghich were as compli- 
cated as the brain that devised the bill, yet 
Mr. Whelan assumed the duties of the office 
and by the aid of that ability and application 
which he was able to bring to their discharge, 
he has succeeded beyond his most sanguine 
hopes or expectations, and to the satisfaction 
of the entire community. 

Aside from the annoyances that arose on 
account of the novelty of the new charter, the 
term of Mr. Whelan’s office embraces a period 
of one of the most stormy tirades and assaults 
upon public officials, by the press and others, 
in this city, ever known even in San Francis- 
co, A general distrust bas been felt in nearly 
all holding office, in consequence of the mal- 
practices of officials heretofore. But never 
yet have we heard one complaint, or any 
charge, against the course of Mr. Whelan. 
He now returns to the practice of the law, 
with the consciousness of having done his duty 
faithfully and assured that he has the entire con- 
fidence of his constituents. Mr. Burr the new 
President and other newly elected officers will 
find no better or more reliable resort for advice 
in regard to the mysterious Consolidation Bill, 
than Mr. Whelan who has made it a study du- 
ring his official term, and if such a thing is 
possible, he has prepared himself to explain 
‘the details of all its workings. May the city 
never have a worse officer. She never had a 
more faithful one. 


In a popular government, the ruling power 
must be a fair representative of the political 
purity of the people. The only exception to 
this arises from the tendency of power to cor- 
ruption and its ability to perpetuate itself even 
after it has become corrupt. But the virtue 
of the people will at length triumph. Pure 
political principles are ever struggling up from 
their seat in the hearts of good and true men 
to acquire mastery over the concerns of the na- 
tion. It is only when the people themselves 
have become hopelessly imbecile, only when 
their rulers work iniquity, and they in stolid 
indifference will have it so ; only when a nation 
is dead to every impulse of truth and generous 
greatness, and deaf to every demand of high 
justice, that a people having power to be free, 
can be ruled over by a corrupt faction or oli- 
garchy. 

Our nation cannot yet thus be ruled. In- 
telligence is diffused by a thousand modes of 
instruction as a healthful leaven through all 
the mass. ‘I'he free school and the church, the 
press and the popular harangue, carry thought 
and kindle impulses like the excitement of a 
revolution. It is not intelligence alone. The 


nation is not decliningin virtue. In the strife 
of varivus national cleutuls aud diverse prin- 
ciples,so long asa pure christianity presides 
over all, we are noi rushing to ruin. Howev- 
er corrupt the faction that might have come to 
rule us, we yet would bope and believe that a 
virtue exists which would in time reassert it- 
self and purify the seats of power.

FIFTEEN DAYS LATER NEWS. 


Result of the State Blections in Pann- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and other States 


By the arrivalof the mail steamer Golden 
Gate wehave N. Y. dates tothe 20th. Oct.. 
The news is unimportact aside from the result 
of the election for state officers in Penn., Ohio, 
Indiana, Florida and South Carolina. 

New York, Oct. 20th.—The steamer George 
Law departs to-day for inwall, with a fall 
compjement of passengers bound to California. 

The steamer Texas arrived at this port on 
Saturday, from Sen Juan del Norte via Nor- 
folk, at which latter port she put in in distress 
on Tuesday last. She brings 740 passengers 
and ubwards of $150,000 in specie. The 
Texas is advertised to sail Friday, the 24th. 

State elections took place on Tuesday in 
Ohio, Penn., andIndiana. In Ohio the Re- 

blicans have carried fhe State ticket by 
about 30,000 moejority, but have lost eight 
members of C ,as compared with the 

t House. e Democrats have carried 
their State ticket in Pennsy!vahia by 5,000 or 
6,000 majority, and have also gained nine 
members of Congress. In Indiana the Dem- 
ocrats are reported to have elected their Gov- 
ernor, but the returns are noi all in yet, and 
the result is not so certain. But they have 
certainly gained four members of Cougress. 
Charges of wholesale fraud in the election are 
made against the Democrats in Pennsylvania, 
and measures have already been taken to con- 
test the returns from Philadelphia, where the 
vote was increased eleven thousand over the 
highest ever cast before, and larger than any 
yote ever thrownin New York city.

Prosecutions of Members of the 
Vigilance Committee. 


We fiad the following paragraph in a letter 
published in this mornings Herald, and written 
from N. Y., by B. F. Hilliard, formerly a re- 


porter of that paper :— 

“ You will observe by the papers that som 
of the Executive Committee, of the deceased 
Vigilance Committee, are geting into hot wa- 
ter upon their arrival in this city. Mr. Wm. 
T. Coleman, has been arrested and put under 
bonds, in the following amounts. Moloney vs. 
Coleman $50,000, Duane vs. Coleman $15,000, 
Mulligan vs. Coleman $25,000. As he has 
had to justify in double the amount of bail re- 
quired, his case alone amounts to $180,000.— 
Mr. James Dows, bas given bond for $20,000 
in the case of Moloney, and $15,000 in that of 
Mulligan. An order for an arrest has been is- 
sued against Mr. Truett, in the suits of Malo- 
ney and Mulligan, and the bail has been fixed 
at $20,000 and $25,000 each. The counsel 
engaged by the parties bringing suits, consists 
of Messrs. Bowman, Cutting, Meagher, Bra- 
dy, Phillips, Tomlinson and Sickles, and form 
a combination of talent that cannot be equall- 
ed at the New York bar. I understand it is 
the intention of the banished not only to bring 
suits against the money bags, but the more 
humble gunnies of the Committee. There is 
to be afrying of both big and little fich, and 
if 1 am not misinformed by some prominent 
legal gentlemen here, the immaculate and pious 
Committee have put their foot in it, and will 
have ample opportuuity to repent in sackcloth 
and ashes.
